Those Knocked Oat by Heat Have 


Entirely Recovered, 


CAMP .TUOMA.S, CHICKAMAUOA. PARK, 


Qa., May 24.—John J. MoCooey, a pri- 
vate of Co F, Dover, and Charles E. 
Clark, also a Dover man, but attached 
to Co A of Portsmouth, were struck by 
lightning, late yesterday 
afternoon, 


while getting water at the company 
wells, near Chickamauga creek. 


McCooey was removed to the quar- 


ters of the recently arrived Nebraska 
troops, and cared for until able to be 
moved on a stretcher. He has bean con- 
fined to his quarters in the company 
street, today, aud hia condition is not 
much improved. His left side is tem- 
porarily pnraljzod, and his left arm still 
in a serious condition. 


Clark, however, though badly off dur- 


ing the night, rapidly recovered, aud is 
up and about, though excused from ac- 
tive duty. His injuries are aleo on the 
left side of the body. 


Both men took shelter under trees, 


but w ere not together and neither knew 
of the other's injuries. 


Capt. Frank L. Phalen, regimental 


chaplain, passed a very bad night and 
is confined to his quarters today. 
He 


is quite weak. His ailment is due to 
the heat, lack of good water and poor 
food. 


The last named, complaint will be 


heard no longer from regimental head- 
quarteis, for beginning today, under 
the direction of Dr. Arthur K. Day of 
Ooncord, a regimental mess was estab- 
lished. The starter was, for breakfast, 
eggs, milk aud vegetables. 


The colonel and hia staff had been 


eating the same fare as the men—canned 
corn beef, hard bread, bacon or beans. 


It has been a perpetual Good Friday 


up to now—no milk, butter or eggs. 


Travel rations are about consumed, 


and the men will begin soon on a more 
suitable fare. 


Our condition up to now has been no 


different from the other regiments, ex- 
cept a few who have been here long 
enough to get rid of ihe old stock and 
learn the ropes. 


It was decided last night to establish 


a regimental canteen, under proper 
safeguards, for the sale of lager, but 
after sleeping on the question Colonel 
Rolfe changed his mind. 
: 


The water here is simply abominable, 


and undoubtedly is the cause of the 
prevailing lassitude, but boiling before 
Irinking is looked upon as a good safe- 
guard. 


There are only four men in the hos- 


pital tonight, and these are new cases 
of bowel troubles fiom the water and 
poor food. 


All those knocked out by the long, 


hot march, referred to in my first letttr, 
have been discharged, much improved. 


There have been no deaths among us, 


aud the men all feel well. 


The conditions will 
DO much im- 


proved in a few dajs by a change of 
food. 


The First regiment, Vermont volun- 
prs, arrived hero at i 30 thig afternoon 


and were assigned to the First brigade 
of the First division, Third Army corps. 


The men are all well and stood their 


long journey well.

Cargoes are now waiting shipment at 
New York, Philadelphia, Perth Amboy 
and other points. 


The consular reports yesterday gave 


notice of the declaration of neutrality by 
five countries, Russia. Greece, Venezuela, 
the Netherlands and Canada. Par- 
ticular importance attaches to the decla- 
ration of Venezuela because her ports 
would be of inestimable value to the 
Hpanish fleet ns places of refuge and qf 
possible coal supplies in event that the 
declaration of neutrality were withheld. 
The notice is dated Caracas, April 29. 
The minister of foreign affairs took ac- 
tion on the day upon which he was noti- 
fied by Minister Loomis that the United 
States had declared war. 
The notifica- 


tion does not go into detail as to the 
rules of neutrality to be applied by Ven- 
ezuela, nor deal with the question as to 
whether coal is to be contraband or not. 
but expresses Venezuela's position In 
one sentence: 
"The republic will pre- 


serve the strictest neutrality during the 
contest." 


The Dutch proclamation of neutrality, 


in addition to the usual forms, cautions 
all citizens of the Netherlands from be- 
coming in any way involved In priva- 
teering and in acceptance of any foreign 
privateering ships' papers under penalty 
of prosecution. This provision may be 
of value to the United States in the event 
that Spain should resort to issue of 
letters of rnarque. 
The same citizens 


are also enjoined to respect blockades. 
Touching the coal supply, the Dutch reg- 
ulation is that this shall be supplemented 
t-nly to the extent necessary to permit 
the ship to reach the nearest port of the 
country to which it belongs, or that of 
one of its allies in the war. 
Belligerents 


are forbidden to bring prizes into the 
Netherland waters. 


The Russian declaration has an im- 


portant statement not usual in such 
cases, as follows: 
"The disagreements 


which have arisen between Spain and 
the United States of America have in- 
duced the imperial government to seek, 
in concert 
with Other powers, 
some 


means which might prevent an armed 
conflict between these two countries. 
tfnhappily, our friendly measures are 
without results., and a state of war now 
exists between Spain and the United 
States. 
It is with keen regret that the 


imperial government witnesses an armec 
conflict between two states to which it 
Is united by old friendship and deep sym- 
pathy. 
It is firmly resolved to observe 


with regard to these two belligerents a 
perfect and Impartial neutrality."
